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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the receptacle integrated on or into 
the frame leg (see claims 6 and 12) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chu et al. in 
view of Brodie et al. 

As per claims 1-4, 9 ? 10 5 13, and 14, Chu et al. teaches a liquid cooling system for 
electronic component groups housed in a rack, wherein liquid cooling units are connected via 
branch points to a common central liquid line integrated in the rack, the cooling elements being 
thermally connected to heat producing electronic components, the central liquid line being 
arranged vertically within the rack and being coupled to the branch points, the central line being 
connected to a liquid-liquid heat exchanger 23, and the heat exchanger being recooled (via water 
inlet 16 & outlet 17) (see Figures 2-5). Chu et al. does not teach the particular 
control/monitoring arrangement claimed. Brodie et al. teaches a liquid cooling control 
arrangement for an electronics system comprising controlling the system based on a threshold 
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return line temperature and also an inlet line temperature - return line temperature differential 
threshold (see for example Abstract, lines 20-26). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to apply such controls to Chu et al. for 
the purpose of protecting the electronic components since they apply equally well to any type of 
electronics arrangement that uses such a liquid cooling system. While Brodie et al. does not 
specifically teach emitting an error signal related to the threshold-based controls, such would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, since it is generally well known in the 
temperature control arts to provide and indication when a parameter exceeds a threshold. 
Further, it is noted that as recited, this limitation of claim 1 is directed only to emitting a signal, 
but signals in and of themselves are nonstatutory subject matter, and thus do not add patentable 
weight to the claim. 

As per claims 5 and 11, Chu et al. does not specifically state how the liquid line is 
attached to the rack. However, official notice is taken that this is simply a matter of engineering 
design choice not affecting the overall functioning of the system that would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. 

As per claims 6 and 12, Chu et al. does not teach a receptacle integrated on or into the 
frame leg. However, as noted in the objections to the drawings, above, Applicant has nowhere 
shown this feature. To the extent that Applicant has not shown how or why such a receptacle 
would be included in the claimed system, it is taken by Examiner as being an feature to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. 

As per claims 7 and 8, see rejection of similar claims 13 and 14, above.
